Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Liu et al patent 6,238,561 was found during the interview which 
suggests a pleated filter manufactured to have a planar, rigid or non-wave forming shape of the pleat flanks but not 
suggesting use of spacers. It was agreed that claim 36 if amended by replacing "with minimal wave formation" with 
"manufactured to have minimal wave formation" in line 5 and by inserting "applied to said flank plane" following 
"spaced formed material increments" in line 6 would distinguish over all of the prior art. It was also agreed that claim 
62 if amended by in lines 7-8 replacing "minimizing wave contour formation" with "so as to have minimal wave contour 
formation" and in line 1 1 replacing "a planar surface" with "the planar surface" would similarly distinguish. Support is 
found for these amendments at the Summary (pg 3 of the Specification) and pages 1 1 and 14 concerning applying of 
the material increments. Liu, not yet of record, was found in a brief search conducted during the interview to determine 
additional prior art concerning pleated filters having pleat flanks manufactured to have a non-wave formation.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

(The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or elaborate. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials. 
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
